The bill derawn by the commitios
names Infdelity, felony, bigamy, de-
sartion, habitual drunkenness and In-
tolerable cruelly as causes for which
divores can be granted. It recom-
mends thut various stute legislatores
be nsked o n&ren on o period of resi-
dence before application may be made
for divorce.
